Maybe We'll See. a Spread 
Of Political Philosophies 


There are still some months to go before the spring 
political campaign season opens but, we predict, it’s be 
interesting. 

On the Republican side, there’s evidence that some of 
the more conservative elements are going to be after 
Assemblyman Carl Britschgi’s scalp, because he voted for 
reapportionment of the state’s assembly districts with the 
Democrats. 

If the conservatives succeed in lining up a candidate 
to run against the incumbent in their own party primary, 
it'll be something not seen in these parts for a long time: 
A fairly wide spread between the philosophies of two 
branches of the local G.O.P. 

The Democrats, meanwhile, might well have their own 
internecine imbroglios, resulting in an even wider spread 
of philosophies up for review, ultimately, by the voters. 

There’s probably nothing wrong with partisans coming 
up with answers to problems so similar, that their respec- 
tive authors look as comparable as Tweedledum and 
Tweedledee. Through the years, the Republicans have 
captured hundreds of elections on all levels of government, 
merely by adopting some popular phase of the Democrats’ 
program. And the Democrats for their part have found it 
sensible to woo their more conservative constituents by 
going slowly on some of their pet projects. 

On the other hand, it’s right and proper if, in their 
own partisan primaries, both parties submit to their mem- 
bers a genuine choice as to whether they're going to be 
conservative or liberal. 


Sticking on Labels 
Not Good Thinking 


Considering that many candidates, representing all 
philosophies of government, are getting ready to submit 
themselves to the verdict of the voters next year, it might 
be well to reaffirm a commitment we owe these people: 
Let’s not be Labelizers. 

Labelling politicians and political aspirants is easy; 
it gives a nice, encapsulated description of the man running 
for office in just a couple of syllables. It’s seldom an accur- 
ate description of what the candidate really stands for, 
though, and an intelligent use of the voter's franchise 
requires that we know more about a candidate than can 
be contained in a label. 

It’s not fair to a candidate to refer to him as “a dupe 
of the Communists” when in fact he may be a Constitu- 
tional Socialist with some vague plans for special projects 
which he thinks might benefit mankind. Nor is it fair or 
accurate to describe as a “reactionary superpatriot” a candi- 
date whose real conviction is that he wants taxes lowered 
and can find enough quotations of the Founding Fathers to 
make this seem proper and right. 

So let’s find out about the candidates, 
hanging labels on them.

Some time late last summer, various publié-spirited

In case you're mystified by 
the above gibberish, it ought to 
be explained that the space for 
news is computed in “column 


inches” — each being a space 
one column wide and an inch 
deep. 


Each column inch will hold 
about 38 words of “body type” 
— that’s the type used for text 
matter, such as you are reading 
now. 

If we were to run nothing but 
“body type’ — no headlines or 
pictures — you'd get about 
50,500 words of reading matter 
to peruse this week. That’s al- 
most enough words for a short 
novel. 

But use of pictures, head- 
lines, editorials and _ special 
spacing cuts this down some- 
what — about 30 to 40 per cent, 
depending on pictures availa- 
ble, average length of stories 
and a host of other considera- 
tions. 

Thus, you get about 30,000 
words of reading matter this 
week — about half the length 
of a short novel — and you 
haven’t even started in on the 
ads!

Municipal Report: 

In May of 1958 the voters of 
Sequoia High School District 
approved a $7,925,000 bond is- 
sue, to finance future conctruc- 
tion of buildings in the school 
district. 

As all things must, the sup- 
ply of funds thus provided is 
nearing an end and so, a few 
weeks ago, Sequoia District Su- 
perintendent Dr. Rex Turner 
issued a “semi-final report” ex- 
plaining where the money has 
gone. 

Before going into the report 
itself, it might be well to re- 
view some of the things that 
went before. 

Passage of the 1958 bond is- 
sue wasn’t automatic; there 

had been previous bond issues 
and one was turned down, be- 
fore the master plan for build- 
ing was adopted. 

The district’s board of trus- * 
tees and administration de- 
cided to “go for broke” with 
the big bond issue; it was 
their feeling that money 
could be saved, in the long 
run, if it could be spent be- 
fore inflation cut into the ef- 
fective buying power of the 
sums available. 

At the time of its passage, 
nobody promised that the $7,- 
925,000 bond issue would solve 
all of the district’s building 
problems. In fact, Dr. Turner’s 
report specifically warns that 
there’s more building ahead 
for the high school district. En- 
rollment projections confirm 
this. 

Here’s the report: 

“This is a semi-final report, 
due to the fact that the only

under consideration is the com- 
pletion of San Carlos High 
School to 2000-student capacity. 

“Following is the report by 
projects; 

“1, Additions to the Carl- 
mont plant to bring it to 2000- 
student capacity have been 
completed and in use for some 
time. We were able to finish 
this project with less money 
than was estimated, and thus 
saved $30,650.52. 

“2, The Sequoia physical ed- 
ucation plant is completed and 
has been in use for more than 
a year. The cost went over the 
estimate by $30,594.67. 

“3, Woodside High School.. 
was expanded to 2000-student 
capacity with a favorable bal- 
ance in the amount allotted for 
this project of $4565.58. 

“4, The Ravenswood plant 
has been expanded to a capa- 
city of 1500. At the time of 
the bond issue it was felt 
there would be considerable 
growth in this area. That 
growth has slowed down so 
that the present capacity of 
1500 should take care of anti- 
cipated enrollment in the 
attendance area for the next 
six or seven years; therefore, 
there is left unexpended in 
the amount estimated for 
this plant, the sum of $438,- 
910.55. 

“5, San Carlos was first ex- 
panded to 1500-student capaci- 
ty and now plans are under 
way to complete this facility so 
that 2000 students may be ac- 
commodated. Anticipated ex- 
penditures for this completion 
will mean that the total cost 
will run over the amount allot- 
ted by $271,484.87. This extra 
expenditure is due primarily 
to the extra cost involved in 
site development. 


“6. West Menlo Park site. 
Although $75,000 was provided 
in the 1958 bond issue, there 
was available $250,000 from a 
previous bond issue, thus mak- 
ing $325,000 available. This site 
was purchased and there was 
a savings in this cost of $39- 
263.03. 

“a, The West Redwood City 
site has been purchased with a 
net balance left, in the amount 
of $400,000 set aside for this 
site, of $121,429.48. 

“The projected balance of 
all these funds comes to 
$332,627.82 which would be 
used either for the expansion 
of the Ravenswood plant to 
2000 capacity, or if enroll- 
ment trends justify, a new 
seventh school at either the 
west Redwood City or west 
Menlo Park site. 

“It should be pointed out 
that enrollment trends indicate 
that within the next three 
years both Woodside and Se- 
quoia high schools will be over- 
crowded, thus making it imper- 
ative that the board of trustees 
determine whether or not to 
start construction of another 
school in the area of west Red- 
wood City, or to re-set attend- 
ance areas and engage in rath- 
er extensive transportation re- 
sponsibilities.” 

That’s about the extent of 
‘the text of the report and pre- 
sumably district trustees are 
mulling over its implications. 

It’s interesting to note that 
Dr. Turner doesn’t speculate, in 

his report, on how much, if at 
all, it’s advisable to expand the 
present schools on the existing 
sites. 

This is one of those questions 
on which, it would appear, al- 
most everybody has an opinion. 
And the educators themselves 
have roiled the waters by pub- 
lishing “studies” and “reports” 


which seem to indicate that the 
optimum sizé of a high school 
could be anywhere from 1500 
to 3000 students. 

At any rate, that’s an edu- 
cational question and deci- 
sién as to thé maximum size 
of local high schools should 
be baséd on how best educa- 
tion can be achieved for the 
students. 

Dr. Turner’s reference to 
“rather extensive transporta- 
tion responsibilities” is anoth- 
er item that might bear some 
thought. 

The automobile is pretty 
highly regarded by the youth 
of the community and it’s like- 
ly that “transportation respon- 
sibilities” will involve parking 
lots at the schools as well as 
additional buses. 

But before either becomes a 
reality, the old argument will 
be reopened: Is it better to 
spend money and time on stu- 
cents’ riding around, or to pay 
it in a lump sum for a conveni- 
ent neighborhood school site?

25 Years A 0: 
Researchers 
Found Victim 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Récorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news if the 
young community: 


December 11, 1936: 


_A murder of a California 
woman two thousand years ago 
was disclosed Saturday, partly 
by the efforts of Fred Anibal 
and James Quillen of Meilo 
Park. 

The skull of the Indian wom- 
an, with a sharp-edged retk 
deeply embedded in her eye, 
was found by a group of téach- 
ers undér the diréction of the 
two Menlo faculty members on 
Santa Rosa island, about 25 
miles off the coast of Santa 
Barbara. 

Anibal and Quillen, who are 
par ticipating in a curriculum 
revision project in the schools 
of Santa Barbara teachérs for 
the purpose of making an an- 
thropological survey of this re- 
mote island. 

Eight other Indian skeletons 
were uncovered ,all about 11 
feet below. the surface of an 
“Indian kitchen meddan bed,” 
long known to be on the is- 
land. Shells and bones of ati- 
mals were found On the surface 
of the bed. j } 

Santa Barbara éxpérts' ésti- 
mated the age of the skeletons 
at betweeti 1500 and 2000 yéars 
and declared that the find was 
among thé most important in 
recent searchings. 

Both Anibal and Quillen re- 
turned to the campus yester- 
day to résume their régular 
teaching and administrative 
duties here.

City Councilmen expressed 
satisfaction Tuesday night over 
the current lack of success of 
the plans for a massive San 
Francisquito Creek dam near 
Ladera. 


The Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors of the U.S. 
Corps of Engineers in Washing- 
ton, D.C., has voted to defer ac- 
tion on the plan submitted by 
the Corps’ San Francisco of- 
fice.

Proponents, intluding both 
San Mateo and Santa Clara 
county supérvisors, Palo Alto 
and the San Francisco office 
of the Corps, say it will prevent 
flooding of the kind which de- 
veloped in 1955 and 1938. 

Thé board’s decision to hold 
further hearings was prompted 
by reasons which soundéd sim- 
ilar to the list of objections 
presented by Stanford and 
Menlo Park. The reasons wére: 

—Insufficient evidénce that 
the water supply purposé of 
the dam is justified. 

—Doubt as to the compati- 
bility of recreational activity 
adjacent to Stanford’s propos- 
ed linear accelerator.
